This Dutchman js believed 
to bo «a man ‘already convicted in 
Donmark ofp violating ‘Danish neutrality - 
by trading with Germany, Myr. Wagner 
is’ believed to be a rather active German 
sympathizer, though’ of Americen, cltizen- 
ship. .
